In  keeping  with  the  modern  methods 
of  education,  BDHS  students  were  of- 
fered opportunities  to  work  in  the 
community  and  still  attend  school 
through  work-study  and  Distributive 
Cooperative  Education.  Giants  enrolled 
in  these  programs  went  to  classes  in 
the  mornings;  afternoons  were  spent 
as  employees  in  local  businesses.

One  of  the  most  creative  outlets  offered  to  stu- 
dents was  in  art  courses.  Whether  "their  thing" 
meant  designing  paper  mobils,  transforming 
brass,  copper,  or  aluminum  into  mod  jewelry,  or 
plain  old  sketching  and  painting.

In  general  art  students 
learned  "the  basics" — shapes,  color  schemes, 
color  media,  lighting,  and  numerous  other  in- 
tricate but  vital  items  of  artistic  know-how.
